OFFICERS RECEIVED A RADIO CALL, 484 SHOPLIFT JUST OCCURRED AT 
THE 7-11 STORE, 1810 N. CAHUENGA. THE SUSPECTS ARE DESCRIBED 
AS ONE MALE BLACK AND ONE MALE WHITE. BOTH SUSPECTS APPEAR 
TO BE TRANSIENTS AND WERE CARRYING PLASTIC BAGS AND THE 
MALE BLACK HAD A BACKPACK. THE SUSPECTS WERE LAST SEEN
